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Council tax 
frozen for 
fifth year 


THERE will be no council tax 
increase for residents of the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich - for the fifth 
year running. 

The news comes against a backdrop of 
budget tightening, and cuts in funding 
from central government. The decision 
was made at a meeting of the full council 
last Wednesday (February 29). 

The royal borough has seen a total of 
eight council tax freezes in the last 14 
years. And since 1998, it has increased 
council tax by only 27 per cent - the 
third lowest borough in London, and the 
eighth lowest nationally. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “We have frozen council 
tax rates once again this year, and 
consequently this rate has now been at 
the same level for the last five years. It is 
a record which I am extremely proud of. 

“I know it would be wrong to ask 
residents to contribute more towards 
local services at a time when many 
people are finding it hard to meet the 
ever-increasing costs of living and the 
extra VAT which faces every one of us. We 
understand that for struggling families it 
is about money in their pockets, not just 
about our achievements. 

“We’ve worked hard to maintain 
frontline services despite facing £63.5 
million worth of cutbacks. We are also 
delivering an Olympic legacy, town 
centre improvements and putting £5 
million into social services.”

FOUR years ago Zoe Smith gave her first-ever interview - to B 
Greenwich Time, of course. Now she’s on the brink of competing 
for Team GB in the 2012 London Olympic Games and tells 
PETER CORDWELL how it’s all been going... 


Zoe far so good 


THE little girl who went to the school 
at the bottom of her garden is now 
the young woman on the verge of 
competing at the Olympic Games in 
her own backyard. 

Abbey Wood’s Zoe Smith won’t be 18 
until the end of April, but already has 
a Commonwealth Games weightlifting 
medal to tell her grandchildren about. 

But this is the biggy - and she seems 
remarkably calm. 

“I’m just training loads at the moment for 
the Europeans in Turkey in April,” she told 
GT. “That’ll be nice, but it’s not going to 
happen without a lot of hard work. 

“I want to do some PBs [personal bests] 
and get qualified because then I’ll be 
definitely going.” 

Team GB’s weightlifting team is made up 
of four men and two women. There is some 
competition for Zoe’s place, but they say 
the same about Lionel Messi at Barcelona. 
If she’s fit she’ll be there - and we’ll be 
rooting for her like mad. 

“I’m quite excited but obviously very 
nervous,” she said. “It’s coming round 
much quicker than I thought it would.” 

It’s incredible to think that a girl who 
might still be at school is the top female 
weightlifter in Britain, even after her 
multi-record-breaking, medal-hauling time 
as a junior, including a Commonwealth 
Youth Games gold. 

Zoe - also a silver medal winner at the 
World Youth Championships last May 
- is back in Greenwich after six months 
training with the GB squad in Leeds. An 
early injury - “a disc bulge in my back, I 
could hardly walk” - seemed to put the 
mockers on the move, and she is happiest 
with her own coach at the Europa club in 
Erith, Andy Callard. 

“It was not a good time for me in Leeds - 
it was too intense. I missed home and my 
coach,” Zoe said. “I love training with Andy. 
He’s a great coach who has coached me 
since I was 12 and got me as far as this. I’m 
really enjoying it and making the progress 
I want to. We’re hoping to get Andy as an 
assistant coach at the Olympics and he 
would be great for everyone... especially 
me!” 

But Zoe has found it hard achieve her 
qualifying weight of 58kg. 

“I’ve got one of those bodies that doesn’t 
like to lose weight,” she said. “When I’m on 
the diet I do it strictly. It’s getting used to it 
that’s the problem because it’s so boring.” 

All the media attention, including lots 
of television, has put Zoe on the path to 
professionalism, including having an 
agent since the Commonwealth Games. 

“I’ve developed more confidence since 
Greenwich Time did that first interview 
four years ago as I’ve done media and TV 
work,” she said. “Apparently, once you’ve 
earned over X-amount in a year it makes 
you a professional sports person, but I 
still think of myself as the same person 
who started out at weightlifting. I suppose 
if I’m good at what I do I should reap the 
benefits.” 

People in the street now tend to give her 
the looks they save for celebrities, and as 
we took pictures near the shops in Abbey 



the Games because I’ve got a fair amount 
of stress to deal with already. When I was 
injured and unhappy I did wonder why I 
was doing it, but that’s the same for all 
athletes.” 

Zoe came 12th in the world 
championships in Paris - Disneyland, 
in fact - in December, a great result for 
someone so young and the spur, with yet 
more PBs, to even greater things, like a 
world top ten place. 

“After the Olympics I’ll take things as 
they come, including thinking of Rio in 
2016. I’ll also have a couple of weeks away 
for a rest!” 

Greenwich Starting Blocks has 
supported Zoe since she first exploded 

onto to the scene at 13. “They’ve been 
great,” she said. “They don’t 
give me a bursary now because 
[’m earning but they paid for my 
mum to watch me at the World 
Championships. I’m proud to 
represent Greenwich. I was 
born in Greenwich Hospital 
and went to De Lucy primary 
school at the bottom of my 
garden.” 

What’s great is that she’s 
the same smashing girl she’s 
always been, and we’ll all be 
rooting for her.

WHO lived in a 
house like this? 

Murder mystery fan 
David Mason got involved 
in a thriller all of his 
own when he discovered 
his favourite author was 
born just streets away 
from his Charlton home. 

Eric Ambler, OBE, was 
a prolific novelist who 
was born in Wellington 
Gardens, SE7. Now David 
has made it his mission 
to get a blue plaque 
raised in his honour. 

Ambler was born in 
1909, and had more than 
20 thrillers published 
before his death in 1998. 

His gritty political 
style made him a global 
success - he sold millions 
of books, wrote scripts 
and adaptations, and 
was even nominated for 
two BAFTAs in 1954. 

David told GT: “I’ve 
always loved thrillers. I was 
amazed when I discovered 
Eric was a working-class 


lad from Charlton. 

“He paved the way for 
many modern day writers 
like John le Carre, Graham 
Green, Len Deighton and 
Robert Harris, and with 
all the contributions he’s 
made to English literature, 
it’s only fitting that he 
should get a blue plaque 
erected in his name.” 

David hopes that if his 
dream is realised, the 
plaque may even inspire 
a new generation. 

He said: “It will be 
brilliant for budding 
writers in the area to 
know that one of our great 
novelists was born and 
grew up in the borough. 

“His followers include 
Green and le Carre, who 
have all gone on record 
to say that Ambler is 
the best in the genre. 
Being an OBE he is one 
short of a knighthood, 
and made a monumental 
impact on the genre in 
the 1930s and beyond.”

This winter Royal Borough of Greenwich is providing extra services and personal support for any of our resdents who may be at rtsic during the 
cold weather. Cold homes can cause health conditions to get worse, for example in people with heart problems or breathing (respiratory) problems. 
Icy conditions outside can make falls more likely especially amongst people who may be frail or unsteady when walkng. 

Using extra funding provided by the Department of Health, the Royal Borough of Greenwich will be working with GPs. the voluntary sector, social 
workers and the companies who provide social care to identify anyone who may be vulnerable during the cold weather and make sure they get help 
if they need it. 


This help could include a visit from a care worker to make sure the person is keeping warm at home and to organise help if cold weather means 
they cannot get out to die shops, or attend an appointment at die hospital or GP, for exatnple.They can also help put people in touch the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich's Handyperson Service, or Welfare Rights Service who can make sure that people receive all of the benefits that they are 
entitled to.

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Pounding 
the streets 
for Freddie 

ROYAL Greenwich Mayor Jim Gillman 
will join Paralympic gold medallist 
Danny Crates in ‘Pounding the Streets’ 
for Freddie Farmer from Sainsbury’s 
Eltham on Sunday, March 11, at 
10.30am. 

Along with store staff and supporters 
- with seven-year-old Freddie in his 
wheelchair - they will walk the 2.8 
miles to Sainsbury’s Chislehurst for the 
Freddie Farmer Foundation. 

Jim will walk with Mayoress Janet 
Gillman, who told GT: “We should be 
able to make it. We walk the dog ever so 
much, and it’s such a good cause that’s 
captured the local imagination.” 

The foundation, chosen as Sainsbury’s 
Eltham’s local charity for a year, has 
raised over £50,000 to date. Other 
fund-raising efforts for the registered 
charity have included runs, swims, 
cake making, curry nights, climbing 
mountains and a 12,000ft skydive by 
Freddie’s mum, Deanne Farmer. 

Deanne said: “It will be a real challenge 
for Freddie but he is determined to 
make it all the way. He has limited 
movement in his upper body but wants 
to go the whole way.”” Freddie told GT: 
“I want to complete the whole distance 
in my electric wheelchair.

My brother 
Oliver is a good runner and will try and 
run the whole distance as fast as he 
can.” 

Wendy Howard, human resources 
manager at Sainsbury’s Eltham, said: 
“We are very excited about supporting 
Freddie. The charity year is going very 
well, raising over £3,000 for the charity, 
and has a wonderful community feel 
to it. Colleagues will be bringing their 
families along so it should be brilliant 
day.” 

As officials partners of the 2012

In 2003 he took the world indoor 800m 
title and the European 800m indoor 
titles.

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Brand new moves 
for council tenants 

Special report goes to more than 24,000 homes

A SPECIAL report from 
the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich has revealled 
what the future holds for 
council tenants. 

The plans include 46 new 
family homes to tackle serious 
overcrowding, seven new 
bungalows for older or disabled 
people, and 250 extra care 
properties to replace some 
of the existing sheltered blocks. 

The royal borough also 
intends to replace all communal 
TV aerials with digital systems 
before the April switchover, and 
make a £500,000 investment in 
entry systems to keep estates 
safer. 

The plans are revealed in 
this year’s Annual Report to 
Tenants, which has just gone 
out to more than 24,000 homes. 

It explains how the 
royal borough has met its 
commitment to improve the 
quality of services for tenants 
over the last 12 months. 

These include the new 
Woolwich Centre and Library, 
efficiency savings totalling 
£3.7 million, and work that 
is progressing at Kidbrooke 
Village, formerly the Ferrier 
Estate, where 1,525 affordable 
homes will be built. 

Cllr Steve Offord, royal 
borough cabinet member for 
housing, told GT: “There have 
been many achievements to 
celebrate over the past year and 
I would like to thank tenant 
organisations for helping to 
develop our housing services. 

“We will continue to meet 
regularly with the housing 
panels to gain feedback from 
tenants and residents to help 
deliver good services.” But he 


added: “We will come down 
hard on any tenants who 
continue to ignore the terms 
of their tenancy and make life 
miserable for their neighbours, 
and we will continue to 
prioritise reducing rent arrears 
and set up a dedicated team to 
tackle illegal sub-letting. 

“We will provide incentives 
to encourage downsizing 
rather than force under- 
occupiers to move out of their 
homes, and we will retain 
lifetime tenancies and not 
use government discretion to 
reduce security of tenure or 
introduce flexible tenancies for 


new or existing tenants.” Cllr 
Offord said the royal borough 
would continue working with 
housing associations and 
other partners to increase the 
number of affordable homes to 
rent. 

Tenants on the borough-wide 
housing panel have agreed a 
deal with the royal borough for 
six key areas for improvement, 
covering tenant involvement, 
the quality of housing repairs 
and maintenance, housing 
allocations, effective use 
of resources, tackling anti- 
social behaviour and estate 
cleanliness. More than 


200 tenants are helping to 
shape services by getting 
involved with meetings, 
estate walkabouts, focus 
groups, tenants and residents 
associations, as well as the nine 
housing panels.

Excellence award for Willow Dene 
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READY, set, move! Plumstead’s Willow 
Dene school has been awarded the MOVE 
centre of excellence status, writes Grace 
Lipski. 

The accolade was given for excellent 
practice in improving the mobility skills of 
children with special educational needs. 
The MOVE programme (Movement 
Opportunities Via Education) allows 
children with physical disabilities or 
complex needs to improve their skills in 
independent sitting, standing, walking and 
moving around. The school in Swingate 
Lane has been part of a borough-wide 
provision for pupils with special educational 
needs since 2001. It started the MOVE 
programme as a pilot project five years 


ago and it’s grown and developed since 
then. Assessors were so impressed by the 
leadership of the MOVE programme and 
the way its principles permeated every 
aspect of school life, they awarded MOVE 
accreditation last month. 

Willow Dene’s MOVE co-ordinator Lin 
Wright, said: “We have 31 children in our 
school on the MOVE programme. They have 
responded well to it and we are proud of 
the status that’s been given to us. However, 
we are most proud of our amazing children 
and the hard work and determination 
they’ve shown while being involved with the 
programme. Not forgetting the dedicated 
and skilled staff team we have here also.” 
Willow Dene’s deputy head Rachel 


Harrison, said: “We have worked with 
other professionals such as our nursery 
team, physiotherapists, Greenwich sensory 
Service and respite centres. We have 
excellent relationships and communication 
with the families and carers of the children 
at our school. This all contributes to the 
success of the MOVE strategy.” 

She added: “All of the children on the 
programme have their own profile which 
is reviewed regularly. In every Key Stage 
the evidence of children sitting, standing, 
moving or transferring independently is 
apparent. The children have become more 
able with their motor skills, using prompts 
and special equipment and learning new 
skills.” 
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A pioneering police unit set up with funding 
from the Royal Borough of Greenwich has 
contributed to a notable decline in crime rate 
since it was set up five years ago. HILARY 
BRYAN discovers how the Violent and 
Organised Crime Unit is helping to make the 
borough one of the safest in London... 


T HE Violent and 

Organised Crime Unit 
(VOCU) has made a major 
contribution to reducing 
crime in the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich by 
7.5% in the last year. 

The pioneering police unit 
means that there have been 
around 1500 fewer victims of 
crime in the borough over the 
last year. 

The pioneering police unit, 
funded with £1.35m from the 
royal borough, was set up 
by the police in September 
2008 to target violent and 
organised crime. 

The recent fall in crime 
follows a series of successful 
operations. It means that 
Greenwich is one of the 
best performing boroughs 
in London with significant

t/ 



reductions in personal 
robbery and serious youth 
violence. 

The VOCU’s focus over the 
last ten months has been on 
serious youth violence, the 
most serious violent offences, 
knife and gun crime, mugging 
and drug dealing. 

This has resulted in 86 
offenders being charged with 
21 offenders found guilty. 
During the same period 
VOCU officers seized 31 
knives, 20 weapons including 
two firearms, and more than 
£64,300 in cash. There were 
also 39 seizures of class A 
drugs and 37 of class B drugs. 

There have been a series of 
special VOCU operations over 
the last year which targeted 
drug gangs and youth crime. 

Forty people were jailed 
for a total of 95 years as a 
result of Operation Trazer 
l last March. The raids 
involved more than 1,000 
police officers and followed 
18 months of undercover 
policing by VOCU officers. 
The operation designed to 
crack down on the supply 
of class A and B drugs in 
the borough is believed to 
have smashed six criminal 
networks also involved 
money laundering, 


possession of counterfeit 
money, burglary, handling 
stolen goods and theft-related 
crimes. 

The VOCU also made a 
concerted effort to tackle 
youth violence and gang 
crime reducing incidents of 
serious youth crime by 23 per 
cent. Operation Longtooth 
was launched to keep track 
of ten violent young offenders 
resulting in 37 arrests. 

The unit was also 
responsible for other 
successes as a result of its 
proactive work including the 
deportation of two violent 
and dangerous offenders who 
were found to be immigration 
overstayers; and the recovery 
of council homes which were 
being used as drug dens. 

Borough commander 

Richard Wood said: “I am 
really pleased with the results 
of investigations conducted by 
the VOCU. We will continue 
with our total war on crime to 
ensure that we reduce crime 
and violence, particularly 
amongst young people.” 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara the 
royal borough’s cabinet 
member for community 
safety, said: “The royal 
borough works very closely 
with the police - and other 
partners - to make Greenwich 
a safe place to live, work and 
visit. The VOCU has been 
made possible by funding 
provided by the royal borough 
and the unit team has worked 
tirelessly over the last year 
apprehending prominent drug 
dealers and tackling violent 
offenders of all ages. 

“Their skill and 
professionalism has helped 
to bring these people to 
justice and sends out a strong 
message to those involved in 
violence and organised crime. 
I am glad to confirm that 
the VOCU will continue to 
operate during 2012/13.” 
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Call from the back-up force 


NEIGHBOURHOOD Watch coordinators 
are appealing for residents to join the 
association and help make the royal 
borough a safer place. 

The Greenwich Borough Neighbourhood 
Watch Association (GBNWA) operates 
across the whole borough and has links 
with neighbouring boroughs. Members 
are calling for more people to set up 
schemes in their local communities. 
Association members recently held a 
networking meeting where coordinators 
had a chance to meet up with 
representatives from other community 
organisations including the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich. 

Borough Police Commander Richard 
Wood presented the association 
with a cheque for £1,000 from the 
MPS Property Act Fund. He said: 
“Neighbourhood Watch represents 


a great opportunity to get involved 
and ensure that residents, police 
and council work together to resolve 
matters that are important to the local 
community. I thoroughly support the 
work done by the many co-ordinators 
we have across the borough and will 
continue to support them as much as I 
can." 

Jenny Penn, GBNWA vice chair, 
added: “Neighbourhood Watch plays 
an important role in helping to 
provide safer, secure and pleasant 
communities. If you’re not already in 
one of the 200 registered schemes or 
want to set one up, please get in tough 
with either the association or your local 
Safer Neighbourhoods Police Team - 
we’re here to help.”

Partnership work nets 
unlicensed operators 


D OZENS of shops, pubs and 

clubs were visited by police in a 
crackdown on unlicensed premises 
last week. 

The inspections were part of 
Operation Condor, a 48-hour- 
operation across London, focusing 
on licensing issues affecting 
businesses across the capital. 

Police officers were joined by 
trading standards officers from 
the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
and inspectors from Transport for 
London for the exercise over the 
weekend of February 24-26. 

They targeted all kinds of premises 
requiring a licence including pubs 
and clubs, mini cab offices, betting 
shops, gambling establishments as 
well as investigating driving licence 
fraud, the procurement of second- 
hand goods, benefit fraud, and 
the sale of alcohol, cigarettes, and 
knives to minors. 

Officers conducted 21 test purchase 
operations - two shops sold alcohol 
and knives to the under cover police 
cadets, who are all under 18 years 
of age. This resulted in fines and 
further action to be taken by the 
local authority. 

A total of 21 premises comprising 
betting shops and pawnbrokers 
were also checked across Woolwich, 
Greenwich and Eltham. Four people 
were arrested for immigration 
matters, after visits to local nail bars 
in Woolwich and Plumstead. 

Officers visited 145 licensed premises 
where they checked the licences of 
security staff and identified four 


licence breaches. 

Officers also checked car number 
plates resulting in one arrest for 
possession of drugs and cannabis. 
Around 700 crime prevention advice 
leaflets were distributed by officers 
from the Safer Transport team who 
stopped 10 minicabs - as a result 
three arrests were made for taxi 
touting. 

Chief Inspector Peter Turner, in 
charge of the operation across the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich said: 
“We were really busy throughout 
the weekend. I am really pleased 
with the result of the operation - 
we will continue to work closely 
with other agencies to ensure that 
everyone follows licensing laws 
correctly”. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
community safety said: “This 
operation is yet another excellent 
example of partnership work 
between the police and the royal 
borough. Licensing laws are there to 
ensure the safety of the public and 
enforcement exercises like this play 
an important role in reducing crime, 
those who are operating illegally. 
The resulting arrests and legal 
action is a clear sign that we will 
not tolerate those who are operating 
illegally in our communities.”

IF Simon Cowell had been there he would 
have shot the lights and kidnapped the kid on 
stage. And if Luke Jackson doesn’t become a 
star then my name isn’t Albert Grossman. 

The kid - and all of his 17 years - will be 
remembered as the very first act to play at The 
Set, the monthly acoustic music extravaganza 
(free nuts) which started at Greenwich 
Theatre on Sunday, February 26. 

Luke had the audience in the palm of his 
hands from the off and didn’t let go until the 
last of his seven songs, six of them his own. 
Songs like ‘Run and Hide’, ‘Tricks of the 
Trade’, ‘I Already Miss You’ would be the pride 
of established singer-songwriters. 

Add some great guitar playing and a fantastic, 
unusual voice and you’ve got everything.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
